Gentlemen, 

I  will  pi-eface  the  detailed  inforinatioii  t(3  be  found 
ill  this,  Illy  eleventh  Annual  Keport,  hy  a  brief  sunmiary  of  the 
iiioi’e  important  features  of  the  jiast  year. 

There  has  been  a  decided  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  notfiahle  infectious  diseases.  In  the  year  J904  there  were  103, 
last  year  187.  But  this  increase  was  largely  made  up  of  58  cases 
of  Chicken-pox,  instead  of  19  as  in  the  pi’evions  yeai'.  Scarlet  Fever 
showed  an  increase  of  17  ;  i.e.,  there  wem  89  such  cases  against  72 
in  1904.  The  most  remarkable  fiaiture  of  the  yeai’  was  the  gi’eat 
increase  of  Diphtheria;  in  1904  otdy  3  were  notified,  last  year  there 
were  29,  with  7  deaths.  i\feasles  broke  out  in  several  parts  of  the 
disti'ict,  hut  there  were  no  deaths  fi'om  it. 

It  appears  very  likely  that  several  Sewaj^e  schemes  that 
have  been  under  considei'ation  during  the  past  few  years  will  be 
cari'ied  out  during  the  present  year — 1906.  Repton,  Linton, 
Scropton,  Coton-in-the-Elms,  Findern,  Etwall,  Mickleover,  and 
Castle  Gi’esley  have  all  either  complete  or  paidial  schemes,  or  exten¬ 
sions  of  present  ones,  waiting  to  he  carried  out. 

To  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Etwall  theia^  were  removed 
76  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  5  cases  of  Diphtheria,  belonging  to  this 
district.  We  also  had  2  cases  of  Diphthei'ia  from  the  Ashbourne 
District,  and  one  of  Scarlet  Fever  from  Dei'bv. 
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The  Buildings  Committee  had  under  consideration  a  large 
number  of  plans  of  new  dwelling-houses  and  other  buildings. 

Several  analyses  of  well-water  were  made. 

Tjeahets  on  the  ''  Care  ar.d  Feeding  of  Infants,”  “  Summer 
Diarrhoea,”  “  Measles,”  and  hangirig  cards  on  the  “  Prevention  of 
(consumption,”  have  been  disti'ibuted  in  the  district. 

Upon  the  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  the  whole  of  the 
children  in  several  schools  were  carefully  examined. 

Inspections  were  made  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops 

Act. 

Appended  to  this  Report  will  be  seen  that  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  This  will  show  tlie  large  amount  of  necessary  and  useful 
woi'k  he  has  done  during  the  year. 

Eight  Statistical  Tables  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this 
Report.  Another  was  added  by  the  Local  Government  Board  this 
year  dealing  with  Infatitile  Mortality.

The  Death-rate  for  the  wliole  District  was  19-1.  The  nett 
Death-rate,  or  deaths  of  persons  beloiiging  to  this  District  only,  was 
12’4.  It  should  be  noted  that  more  than  one-third  of  the  total 
deaths  occurred  in  tlie  County  Asylum. 

Infantile  Death-rate — 130  4. 

The  Local  Government  Board  now  I’equire  an  Infantile 
^Mortality  Table  (Table  V)  to  be  made  out.  This  table  shows  tlie 
numbei’  and  causes  of  diiatbs  of  infants  under  one  year,  ft  will  be 
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seen  fVoin  it  that  out  of  the  62  deaths,  10  were  due  to  Bronchitis, 
10  to  IMarasnuis,  8  to  Premature  Bittli,  3  to  Suffocation,  and  2  deaths 
to  each  of  tlie  following  diseases  :  — Scailet  Fever,  Whooping  Cougii, 
and  Enteritis.  The  rate  of  130-4  is  much  higher  than  usual  in  our 
District,  hut  as  16  of  tlie  deaths  were  not  due  to  disease  of  any  kind, 
the  apparently  high  rate  is  somewhat  misleading.

N otification  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

No  less  than  185  cases  of  notihahle  infectious  disease  were 
reported  during  the  year.  There  were  (as  will  he  seen  in  Table  III) 
87  of  Scailet  Fever,  58  of  Chicken-pox,  29  of  Diphtheria,  8  of 
Erysipelas,  2  of  Puerperal  Eever,  and  1  of  Typhoid  Fever.  As  Small¬ 
pox  had  almost  entirely  disappeared  from  the  surrounding  districts, 
I  suggested  early  in  the  year  that  Chicken-pox  should  cease  to  be  a 
notifiable  disease.  The  Council  decided  to  still  keep  it  a  compulsorily 
notifiable  disease.  There  was  a  very  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup,  and  some  increase 
in  Scarlet  Fevei'. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year  thei-e  was  an  inci-ease  of 
17  cases  of  this  fever.  One  third  occurred  in  Repton,  a  quarter  in 
Newton  Rolney,and  the  remainder  were  in  tlie  parishes  of  Willington, 

Hatton,  Roropton,Walton-on-Trent,  FostoipDrakelow, Hilton. Etwall, 

and  Dalhury-Lees.  Two  cases  occurred  in  the  County  Asylum.  In 
all  89  cases  were  notified.  Tlie  months  of  greatest  prevalence  were 
Janiiaiy,  heluuary,  and  August.  76  of  the  cases  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Etwall.  Thi-ee  cases  were  fatal,  two  at 
liome  and  one  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  elementary  schools  at 

Repton,  Newton  Solney,  and  Scropton  were  closed  on  account  of 
this  fever. 


Diphtheria  and  Meinbraiious  Croup. 

Last  year  Diphtheria  wuas  far  more  prevalent  and  more 
fatal  than  in  any  year  since  the  Notification  Act  came  into  operatioti. 
There  weiu  16  cases  in  Dlickleover,  3  in  Lullington,  3  in  Coton-in- 
the-EIms,  2  in  Hatton,  2  in  Bretby,  and  one  each  at  Linton,  Iloon, 
and  Hilton.  Out  of  the  29  cases  reported,  7  proved  fatal.  Five  wei  e 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  but  of  these  only  one  died.  Diph- 
theria  Antitoxin  was  used  in  most  of  the  cases  reported  ;  certainly 
in  all  those  removed  to  the  Hospital.  I  may  here  state  that  for 
several  years  we  have  supplied  the  Antitoxin  to  medical  practitioners 
foi  theii  poor  patients.  \Ae  also  supply  all  practitioners  in  this 
District  with  outfitshu’  the  liacteriological  examination  of  the  seci-etion 
or  growth  from  the  throats  of  their  patients,  whei'e  there  may  he  some 
doubt  as  to  its  being  true  Diphtheria. 


'ryphoid  or  Fnteric  C'ever, 

]^jnt(-!iic  heYmi'  was  stated  as  one  of  the  caiisi^s  of  death  of 
a  person  who  had  liv(a]  in  Mickleover,  hut  was  not  repea  ted  as  sucdi 
during  the  person’s  life. 
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Diavrluva. 

Thi  •e(‘  fatal  oasen  of  ])iari  ha3a  ocoiii  r(3(l,  but  only  one  (jf 
Infantile  l)ia,rrlia'-a.  Last  August,  and  the  thi-ee  corresponding 
inontlis  of  the  three  previous  yeai's,  were  all  particnlaily  wet 
months.  jMiicli  rain  in  summer  is  Ijeneticial  fi'om  a  health  [)oint  of 
view,  in  that  it  alhiys  dust,  washes  awa,y  germs  from  the  surface  of 
the  eai  th,  and  fiuslies  the  drains.  In  1  hese,  ways  much  disease  is 
prevtnited,  especially  summer  Diarrhma,,  which  is  so  fr(  (pumtiy 
caustul  hv  germ  infected  milk. 

Measles. 

At  tl  le  beginning  of  the  year,  ]\Ieasle.s  broke  out  amongst 
the  children  attending  the  scliools  in  the  parishes  of  Egginton,  Roslis- 
ton,  Linton,  and  Willington.  The  schools  were  closed  for  four  weeks. 
No  deaths  occurred.

Thei’e  were  three  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough.  Two  wei'e 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  one  was  six  years  old.  This  disease  was 
not  so  prevalent  as  in  the  previous  year. 

riitJiisis  or  Consiiinption  of  the  Luiins. 

Nearly  otie-seventh  of  the  total  deaths  \vere  du(3  to  Phthisis. 
There  wi-re  43  altogether  :  28  died  of  (Consumption  of  the  Lungs  in 
the  County  Asylum,  and  15  in  other  parts  of  the  distilct.  There 
were  also  5  deaths  from  tuhei’cular  diseas(3s  of  other  oi'gans  of  the 
body. 

In  September  last,  a  coid'erence  of  rt'presentat ives  of  the 
Health  Authorities  within  the  administi'ative  County  of  Derby,  was 
held  at  tlie  County  Offices,  in  Derby,  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
Sanalorium  foi-  Consumptives.  The  nuieting  was  addressed  by  the 
(Chairman  of  the  (lounty  Council,  and  Dr.  Parwisf',.  It  was  stat(*d  ;  — 
That  Consumption  was  frequently  ctirahlo,,  a.nd  that  it  p)a,id  the 
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community  to  support  such  institutions  independently  of  the  actual 
benefit  to  the  patients.”  It  was  also  stated  that  the  proposed 
Sanatoi’ium  would  liave  40  beds,  hut  that  the  County  Council  proposed 
subsidising  10  beds  otdy  ;  the  others  being  partly  supported  by  paying 
patients,  benevolent  persons,  the  Borough  of  Derby,  and  working¬ 
men  s  societies.  The  County  Council’s  share  in  the  erection  would 
be  not  more  than  £2,500,  and  £400  a  year  for  the  maintenance  of 
those  ten  beds.  It  was  thought  that  the  ten  beds  would  permit  each 
year  of  120  })atients  being  muler  ti-eatment,  and  that  one  quarter, 
or  30  of  them,  being  practically  cured.  £400  a  year  would  mean  a 
rate  of  -i;  of  a  penny  in  the  £.  It  was  also  shown  that  one-tenth 
of  all  the  deaths  were  due  to  Phthisis — in  our  District,  as  before 
stated,  0!ie-seventh  ;  that  it  is  more  deadly  than  all  the  other 
infectious  diseases  put  together  ;  that  it  accounted  for  one-tenth  of 
the  money  spent  by  Poor-Law  Authorities  ;  that  in  this  way  it  was 
costing  the  nation  a  million  a  year  ;  that  the  loss  in  wages  in 
Derbyshire  only  was  computed  to  be  £175,000  through  persons 
dying  of  this  disease. 

The  proposal  to  support  the  scheme  of  the  County  Council 
when  brought  before  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  District  Council, 
was  rejected. 


Kpideuiic  Influenza. 

Only  two  deaths  were  attributed  to  Influenza.  The  type 
of  this  disease  appears  to  be  constantly  changing  ;  but  it  is,  on  the 
whole,  neither  so  severe  in  its  symptoms  nor  so  fatal  as  a  few  years 
ago. 


Cancer. 

Twelve  fatal  cases  of  Cancer  were  registered.  There  has 
been  very  little  variation  in  tbe  number  in  this  district  during  the 
past  few  years. 


Bronchitis  and  rneiinionia. 


The  nuniher  of  fatal  (;ases  of  Pneumonia  was  exactly  the 
same  as  last  year — 29.  Of  these  24  occurred  in  the  County  Asylum. 
There  were  91  deaths  from  Bronchitis,  10  of  which  were  infants 
undei'  one  year  of  n.ge. 

Heart  Diseases. 

There  wer(i  29  deaths  from  Heart  Hiseast-s.  Noun  of  ihese 
wei'e  of  younn  people. 

Alcohotisni  and  Cirrhosis  oj  the  Diver. 

In  1904  there  were  eight  deaths  under  the  above  heading  ; 
in  1909  seven,  but  in  1905  there  were  only  three.  Whether  this 
improvement  is  due  to  diminished  drinking  habits  through  the 
spread  of  temperance,  or  to  a  lessened  consuniption  of  alcohol 
occasioned  by  had  trade,  is  a  debatable  question. 

Viler  per  at  Fever. 

Two  cases  wei'e  notified — a  fatal  case  at  the  County 
xAsylum,  and  another  which  occurred  at  Scropton.  I  visited  the 
latter,  and  sent  a  detailed  report  of  it  to  the  County  Aledical  Oflicer 
of  Health. 

.1  nth  rax. 

A  case  of  Anthrax  occurred  at  Posliston.  The  cow  was 

ci'emated. 


Water  Analysis  and  Water  Supplies. 

I  made  seven  analyses  of  well-water  during  the  year,  l^ive 
were  so  polluted  as  to  be  unfit  for  drinking,  one  was  suspicious,  and 
one  a  good  drinking  water. 

Trusley,  llrethy,  and  parts  of  Kepton,  rjinton,  and  the 
Burton  Sewage  Farm,  havt^  a  constant  service,  of  watei'.  In  all  other 
parts  of  the  district  the  watei’  supply  is  derived  from  wells. 
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TJic  Isolation  Hospital. 

As  before  stated,  89  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Of  tliese,  76  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  Of  the  29  cases  of  Diphtheria,  5  wei't*  admitted  to  the 
hospital.  J'fesides  the  cases  belonging  to  our  own  district  we  had  a 
case  of  Scarlet  Fever  from  the  Dorough  of  Derby,  and  two  cases  of 
])iphtheria  from  the  Ashbourne  district.  One  death  from  Sca.rlet 
Fever  (that  of  an  infant  ten  months  old),  and  one  death  from  Di[)h- 
theria  occuiied  during  the  year.  The  remaining  82  cases  were 
dischai'gt'd  perfectly  recovei-ed.  Several  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fevei- 
appeared  to  he  “return”  cases;  hut  I  believe  if  our  instructions 
given  to  the  custodians  of  the  discharged  cases  wei’e  carried  out  in 
their  entirety,  there  would  he  no  “  return  ”  cases.  Sometimes  it 
happens  tliat  owing  to  limited  accommodation  the  partial  isolation 
which  \ve  recommend  after  discharge  from  the  hospital  cannot  he 
cai  ried  out.  It  has  been  our  custom  till  quite  recently  to  give  the 
})atient  we  ai-e  about  to  discharge  a  disinfecting  hath  the  same  day.  As 
they  are  generally  taken  home  in  an  open  conveyance,  summer  and 
winter,  the  exposure  to  cold  immediately  after  the  hath  occasionally 
gives  the  patietit  “  cold,”  and  it  is  just  possible  that  the  nasal 
discliarge  which  accompanies  it  may  contain  germs  of  the  disease. 
To  avoid  this  we  now'  give  the  final  hath  the  evening  before  the 
case  is  sent  out,  keeping  the  patient  in  the  interval  free  from  inf(‘cted 
air  and  suri’oundings.  Before  cases  cf  Diphtheria  are  discharged, 
“  swabs  ”  are  sent  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  if  reported  to 
he  free  fi'om  the  diphtheria  bacillus  the  cases  are  sent  home,  hut  if 
doubtful  tluiy  are  kept  another  w'eek  and  the  mucous  again 
examined.  This  process  is  repeated  until  a  sjitisiactory  r(q)ort  is 
obtained.  We  had  no  “  return  ”  diphtheria  cases.  It  is  only  in  verv 
exceptional  cases  tluit  w'e  ta.ke  Diphthei'ia,  a,s  it  ca,n  gene.rall\’  hn  as 
well  tu'eated  at  home.  The  aveiiige  stay  of  the  patients  in  I  lx? 
hospital  w'as  6  w'eeks  and  6  days. 
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Disiiifectioji,  &c. 

All  infected  liouses  are  fumigated  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
For  large  buildings,  such  as  schools,  sulphur  is  generally  used  ;  and 
for  tile  disinfection  of  smaller  places,  formalin.  Disinfectants  are 
supplied  to  tliose  in  chai'ge  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  and  foi- use 
in  liouses  fi'oni  which  we  have  removed  patients.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  always  enquires  into  the  sanitary  condition  of  infected 
houses.  All  clothes  worn  by  pa.tients  in  the  Isolation  flospita.l,  and 
other  ai  ticles  believed  to  he  infected,  are  placed  in  our  steam  disinfec¬ 
tor,  and  are  subjected  to  high  pressure  foi-  double  the  time  usually 
considered  sufficient.  Last  year  we  began  using  an  extraprecaut, ionary 
measure  :  subjected  the  clothes  to  sulphur  fumigation  after  the  steam 
disinfection.

Sanitation  in  Schools. 

In  my  previous  Annual  Keport  1  callral  attention  to  several 
matters  connected  with  the  elementary  schools  that  required  impi-ove- 
meiit.  I  pointed  out,  from  information  obtained  from  the  school 
masters  and  misti'esses,how  infrequently  the  school-tlooi's  are  washed, 
and  the  usual  insfinitary  condition  of  the  closets.  Great  improvements 
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have  been  made  in  the  ilepton  and  hlLwall  schools,  hut  1  believe  in 
the  majority  of  schools  the  old  conditions  remain.  As  this  is  the 
■Sanitary  x\uthority,  1  su^^gest  that  if  the  Council  approve  of  the 
recommendations  in  my  former  repori,  that  a  printed  copy  of  these 
(slightly  amended)  l)e  sent  to  the  cori'esponding  clerk  of  each  school 
in  the  district  for  the  consideration  of  the  managers.  f  ma,y  lun-e 
remark  that  the  hjducation  Committee  of  the  County  Ciouncd  have 
discontinued  the  appointments  of  Medical  Officers  to  the  Hilton  and 
Hatton  schools.

Etwall.  An  irnprovemetit  upon  the  present  methods  of 
dealing  with  the  sewage  now  treated  in  Crow  Park  is  much  needed. 
At  present  the  sewage  is  treated  hacteriologically,  but  the  filter-beds 
have  been  found  to  he  too  shallow  to  effectively  deal  with  it.  The 
question  is  no\v  being  considered  as  to  wdieiher  it  will  be  better  to 

alter  the  present  arrangements  or  to  take  the  sewage  some  distance 
away.

f  his  Committee  examined,  and,  where  required,  had  the 
plans  alteied  to  confoi'in  to  the  hye-laws.  Ttmre  were  plans  of  of 
dwelling-liouses,  6  shops,  4  sraliles,  1  Ihhnitive  Methodist  chapel, 
3  alterations  and  additions  to  schools,  1  factory,  3  out-offices,  9 
altei'ations  and  additions  to  houses,  1  slaiightei'-housi',  1  ha.kehouse, 
^  P’h'^ty,  and  1  cow-shed. 
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Facto jy  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

By  refei’ence  to  one  of  the  tables  at  the  end  of  this  I'eport, 
it  will  l)e  seen  that  there  were  53  inspections  of  workshops,  8  of 
factories,  and  3  of  homeworker’s  premises.  Five  showed  want  of 
cleanliness,  all  of  which  were  I'emedied.  The  workshops  on  the 
register  number  42,  consisting  of  il  bakers,  22  blacksmiths  and 
wheelwrights,  6  builders  and  contractors,  2  saddlers,  and  1  diess- 
maker. 

The  Sanitary  InspcctoTs  Report. 

(Mu.  F.  \V.  J^ullock). 

Ilis  report  shows  that  he  disinfected  89  houses  and 
3  schools;  that  he  made  371  inspections  of  dwelling-houses,  185  of 
dairies  and  cowsheds,  1  6  of  bakehouses,  17  of  slaughtei’-houses,  atid 
54  of  workshops.  In  many  of  these,  defects  were  found,  most  of 
which  have  been  remedied.  He  had  also  to  deal  with  a  good 
number  of  defective  drains,  insanitary  closets  and  ashpits,  offensive 
accumulations,  etc.  There  is  a  great  improvement  in  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  cowsheds.
